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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


Eight years ago, the Town Plan Review Committee decided that 
New London was rapidly becoming a regional business center. Today 
we can see just how right they were. In the past five years there has 
been a dramatic increase in the number of businesses in Town and a 
gratifying upgrading of several commercial properties. 


Without doubt, the high point of 1985 was Ausbon Sargent’s gift of 
the Colby Common to the Town. This piece of property is the key to 
the future in the center of New London. Please read the report of the 
Town History Committee for more details of this magnificent gift. Our 
thanks to Mr. Sargent. 


Balancing the desire to retain New London’s “rural charm”’ with the 
pressures for growth that come to any successful community has been 
a major challenge for the Planning Board. A new Master Plan, as man- 
dated by the State, is being developed with the help of a citizen’s com- 
mittee and the Upper Valley Planning Council. 


In 1985 building permits were issued for 27 new houses. Valuation of 
the Town jumped $1.4 million for a total of $86.5 million. The Planning 
Board approved a total of 182 condominium units and a major expan- 
sion of Cricenti’s Shopping Plaza. All indications are that New London 
has entered another growth spurt similar to the late 60’s and early 
70’s. 


The addition to the Town Hall will be ready for occupancy early in 
the Spring. For the first time all of the administrative offices will be 
housed together, making it more convenient to conduct the public 
business. The new offices will be joined to the Town Hall by a connec- 
tor that will provide handicapped access to both buildings. 


There have been major personnel changes in the past year. Faced 
with an ever-increasing workload and the anticipated retirement of our 
experienced Town secretary, the Selectmen interviewed and hired an 
Administrative Assistant last February. Top priority has been to 
bring order to the highway department which has the largest single 
part of the Town budget. 


In September Police Chief Walt Reney submitted his resignation 
after 19 years on the force. The many changes in the Department dur- 
ing his administration and its increased professionalism are in keeping 
with the development of the community. Ralph Marshall, our new 
Chief, will be watching the growth of the Town carefully to keep the 
Police Department responsive to its needs. 


There is no good place in a review of the past year to speak of the 
sadness we all felt at the loss of Mary Haddad. While her actual tenure 
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as Tax Collector and Town Clerk was relatively short, it is hard to 
remember a time when Mary wasn’t there to smooth the way over the 
rough spots for us all. We miss her and are grateful for the training she 
gave Lois Marshall which enabled her to take over a very complicated 
job with a minimum of disruption to the business of the office. 


Still pending are the two lawsuits filed against the Town and the 
Police Department and the continuation of the Kezar Lake suit. The 
Town is also involved in a suit filed in protest to the ZBA’s decision 
allowing 17 condominium units to be built at Lakeside Lodge. We do 
not know when any of these matters will be resolved. We also do not 
know how much insurance we will be able to buy in the future, or what 
it will cost. This year, insurance will be second only to highways as a 
Town expense. 


I regret to say that we have not heard the last of solid waste; where 
to put it, or how much to pay for its disposal. We are still several 
months away from a closure plan for the landfill and have no cost 
estimates yet. 


Realizing that they did not have the time to deal with the matter in 
the depth required, the Selectmen appointed a committee consisting of 
Gordon Marshall, Peter Stanley, Kathy Robjent and John Vorel, to 
plan our transfer-haul facilities. 


As you know, I am not a candidate for reelection. I have enjoyed ser- 
ving the Town for six years as Selectman, and I appreciate the help, 
support, and encouragement so many of you have given me. People 
often say that being a Selectman is a ‘‘thankless job,” but nothing 
could be further from the truth. It is only from the Selectmen’s office 
that you have the opportunity to deal with all of the people who give so 
much of themselves for the community. Without our dozens of volun- 
teers, we could not make New London the wonderful Town that it is.

Motor 
vehicles parked in designated No-Parking areas shall be subject toa 
fine of $10.00. 

5. Violations of this By-Law shall be subject to a fine of $10.00 per 
violation.”’ 


ARTICLE 39. To see if the Town will adopt the following Ordinance: 
The Town of New London waives the Municipal Motor Vehicle permit 
fee for a permit to (A) Register one motor vehicle, (B) Owned by a per- 
son who was captured and incarcerated for 30 days or more, (C) While 
serving in a qualifying war or armed conflict as defined in RSA 72:28, 
IV, (D) And who was Honorably Discharged, (E) Provided they pro- 
vide the Town Clerk with satisfactory proof of these circumstances. 


ARTICLE 40. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue the old 
layout of Little Sunapee Road where it crosses the property of Arthur 
James Lewis IV and Claudia Diane Lewis, said property being Lot 4 
on Tax Map 33, and the property of Benjamin L. Bucklin, said proper- 
ty being Lot 12 on Tax Map 33, subject to the continuation of all utili- 
ty usages and drainage, now existing. All in accordance with RSA 
231:43 and RSA 231:46.

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NEW LONDON CEMETERY COMMISSION 


There were 27 interments during 1985, 15 of which were cremations. 
Old Main St. Cemetery received 14 burials; Elkins Cemetery-6 and 
West Part Cemetery-7, including one in the new addition abutting the 
eastern boundary of the present cemetery. A roadway has been 
established in this area, referred to as New West Part, and plots have 
been laid out for burials as well as special sections for disposal of 
cremated remains. 


In the newly acquired territory adjacent to the southwest boundary 
of Old Main St. Cemetery a number of plots have been designed and 
marked out. It is expected that a roadway will be constructed through 
this area during the summer of 1986, after which the location of addi- 
tional plots can be specified. 


Also, it is planned during 1986 to concentrate on improving the con- 
ditions of a number of present grave sites in Old Main St. Cemetery, as 
well as the repair and straightening of many of the older monuments.

This year with the addition to the Town Hall and the renovation 
downstairs to the Police Department, the Civil Defense room and the 
generator will have to be relocated. The generator will be moved into 
the basement of the new addition. This will make it easier to start in 
the cold weather. 


With the help of the Kearsarge Amateur Radio Club the two meter 
radio will be relocated in another part of the building. This will be ac- 
complished by finding an area and running cables to the new location. 


This year some of the funds that I have requested are needed to 
replace some of our radios. The radios have reached a point where 
repairs are getting expensive and some cannot be fixed. All of the 
radios would not be replaced at the same time but over a few years. 


One of the projects which we will try to do this year is a new light for 
the front of the town hall to illuminate the parking lot. These lights 
will be connected to the generator so that during power outages the 
town hall will be accessible to any who need help. 


There are also several other projects that I would like to accomplish 
this year. 


I would also be interested in hearing from anyone who has ideas that 
they feel should be included in the town emergency plan.

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REPORT OF 
THE NEW LONDON CENTRAL DISPATCH 


In addition to the 16,155 telephone calls that the dispatchers handl- 
ed this year, they also issued 141 burning permits, dispatched the am- 
bulance 105 times, dispatched the fire department 74 times and 
monitored 152 burgular alarms. I estimate they also made approx- 
imately 45,000 radio transmissions while doing most of the typing and 
filing of criminal and accident reports generated by the police depart- 
ment. 


We find it difficult to keep dispatchers because of many factors, in- 
cluding low pay and inconvenient hours. This year alone we have had 
to replace and train two dispatchers. Presently, one-half of our crew 
has less than one year’s experience. 


Dispatching is a very responsible and important job. It requires peo- 
ple with special abilities who can maintain their own composure while 
handling a panic situation correctly. They also have to deal with the 
public, who are often frustrated or angry, and are expected to be able 
to answer almost any question. Often all of this is happening at the 
same time. This is one of those jobs you hear about that have long 
periods of boredom separated by moments of sheer panic. 


I intend to try to raise the pay schedule and working conditions to 
where the turnover rate is much less than it is now, which makes finan- 
cial sense to the town.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN HEALTH OFFICER 


It is a pleasure to be serving the Town of New London again as 
Health Officer since my appointment to office as of May 1, 1985. I had 
previously served in this capacity from 1960 through 1965 as the 
Town’s first non-physician health officer in memory. 


Among the duties of the Health Officer as now constituted are the 
following: 


Examination of all septic system test pits and review of plans to 
assure compliance with regulations and proper recording of test pit 
data; 


Inspecting and testing public swimming areas and waters during 
swimming season; 


Investigation of environmental health problems in the town in- 
cluding all public food service establishments; 


Inspection of child care facilities and foster homes for state licens- 
ing.; 

Taking action to eliminate public health and environmental nuisance 
problems; 


Maintaining liason with the New Hampshire Division of Public 
Health Services and the New Hampshire Water Supply and Pollution 
Control Commission; 


Enforcement and investigation of infractions of health and en- 
vironmental regulations of the town and state; 


Advising the town administration and citizens on environmental 
and health matters. 


Since May first your health officer has inspected more than 54 test 
pits. Because test pits must be filled immediately after inspection, to 
preclude creation of safety hazards, it is necessary to coordinate the 
activities of a backhoe operator, septic system designer and the health 
officer. For this reason, together with the frequent need to dig several 
pits to find a suitable drainage field site on a lot, the inspections con- 
sume on an average of nearly two hours. 


The major environmental health problems encountered during the 
past year have resulted from the injudicious destruction of beaver 
dams leading to Red Brook and Chandler Brook which feed Pleasant 
Lake. This resulted in large amounts of putrifying organic matter flow- 
ing down the brooks into the lake. Although the resulting problems 
were primarily esthetic, for persons consuming insufficiently treated 
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lake water (always a potentially dangerous health practice), the in- 
creased likelihood of the presence of Giardia lamblia in the water 
released from the beaver ponds posed the possibility of an increased 
risk of contracting giardiasis. 


Present and continuing environmental health problems facing the 
town are the following: 


1. Giardiasis, contracted from public and private surface drinking 
water supplies insufficiently disinfected to destroy ‘‘Giardia lamblia”’ 
cysts; 


2. Reduction of trihalomethane levels in our public drinking water 
system; 


3. Control of radon in homes and private drinking water supplies 
from rock wells; 


4. Controlling leachate from our sanitary landfill which is a threat 
to all groundwater quality down-gradient from the landfill, ultimately 
likely to include contamination of the Blackwater River if removal or 
containment measures are not taken. 


The cooperation of town officials and townspeople in maintaining a 
high level of environmental health awareness and protective action is 
very much appreciated by your health officer.

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ANNUAL REPORT FOR THE 
NEW LONDON CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
FOR 1985 

1985 was a busy year for the New London Conservation Commis- 
sion. Three summer events were added to the usual spring and winter 
walks. When weather permitted, many volunteers participated in 
weekly workdays helping to maintain the many miles of trails in New 
London that are supervised by the Conservation Commission. This 
work included replacement of many planks of the walkway in the 
Philbrick-Cricenti Bog, rebuilding several bridges, and clearing 
numerous windfalls. The Bog continues to be a popular attraction, and 
over 4,000 visitors signed the registration book this past year. 


The second and final payment was made to Colby-Sawyer College for 
the purchase of the Colby Sanctuary property. This ensures that the 
trail up Great Brook to the Lower Cascades is secure for the future. 


Working with the Planning Board on the New Master Plan, 
members of the Concervation Commission plus several other in- 
terested Town residents are making an inventory of the New London’s 
open spaces, woodlands and other natural resources. The Commission 
is also exploring the feasibility of purchasing development rights on 
certain properties with views important to maintaining the character 
of the Town. This would be one way of keeping some of the open space 
for all to enjoy.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


The New London Planning Board held twenty-nine (29) regularly 
scheduled meetings n 1985, and also met in Executive Session four- 
teen (14) times to work on Zoning and Subdivision Control changes for 
1985 and to begin work on the updated Master Plan. After a public 
meeting on 19 November, the Board also established seven separate 
subcommittees which will meet into 1986 to work on separate sections 
of the revised Master Plan. Well over one hundred people are involved 
in this work. The Town has contracted the Upper Valley-Lake Sunapee 
Council to prepare the Master Plan in final form. 


Action at regular meetings was taken in the following categories: 
7 subdivisions involving fewer than five lots 
1 annexation 
9 Site Plan Reviews (eight minor; one major) 
1 minor lot line adjustment 


The Board also gave final approval to two major condominium 
developments and an approval for a preliminary plan of a third 
development. In addition, the Board conducted fifteen consultations 
on proposed preliminary plans and at least five on-site inspections. 
Board members attended Zoning Board Hearings, Budget Committee 
meetings and hearings, and the combined Selectmen’s Meeting of 16 
April. The Chair of the the Board made himself available for questions 
each Tuesday afternoon beginning in October. 


Through 1985, members of the Board remained the same as they 
were in 1984, except that James Moreland served as the Selectmen’s 
Representative. 


This report gratefully acknowledges the patience and continued ef- 
forts of each Board member and expresses appreciation for the support 
given to the Board by Mr. Rayno of The Argus-Champion and by the 
residents of New London.

1985 REPORT OF THE ROAD AGENT 


The year 1985 was a period of evaluation and reorganization for the 
Highway Department. Several personnel changes occurred during the 
year, with Mr. Richard Lee appointed as General Foreman and Mr. 
Paul Parker appointed Assistant General Foreman following requests 
for applications to fill these positions from within the Department. 
One employee, Mr. Clarence Gove, Jr. submitted his resignation dur- 
ing the year. 


The Department performed normal highway maintenance during the 
year with spring clean-up being completed a month earlier than the 
norm. Considerable time and effort was expended in removing large 
rocks from Shaker, Mountain, Elkins, Wilmot Center, Lake Shore, 
Bunker, North Pleasant, South Pleasant and Burpee Hill Roads. The 
Department arranged the painting of over 100,000 feet of traffic lines 
throughout the Town. A large number of culverts were reset and 
replaced on various streets and major improvements were completed 
in the Barrett and Hayes Road area. 


The Department installed 475 feet of four inch granite curb on Coun- 
ty and Elkins Roads and constructed 370 feet of 5 foot sidewalk in 
Elkins. The Elkins Beach picnic area was doubled in size and 500 feet 
of split rail fence was installed. The Department repaired the Town 
Hall drainage system during the year and responded to numerous re- 
quests for assistance from citizens and other Town Departments. 


Much of the work performed during the year was made possible by 
the rental of a backhoe, compressor and roller. These essential pieces of 
equipment should be purchased by the Town at the earliest possible 
opportunity in order to increase departmental efficiency and effective- 
ness. 
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A complete review of Town owned equipment used by the Depart- 
ment was completed during the year and a Long Range Capital Expen- 
ditures Program drafted from the results obtained. 


The Department retired a 1974 Ford Dump truck and sander during 
the year and replaced the Hough Loader with a Caterpiller IT-28 
Loader under an emergency appropriation. 


Landfill 


The Board of Selectmen advertised for bids and awarded a contract to 
DuBois & King of Concord for a hydrogeologic, geophysical and 
closure plan for the Sanitary Landfill on Mountain Road. A complete 
revision of the Landfill Regulations was completed during the year to 
comply with State and Federal regulations. These regulations were ap- 
proved by the Selectmen and the State of New Hampshire. 


Several areas of the Stump Dump were closed during the year with 
necessary clean-up, grading and covering accomplished. The Town 
engaged heavy equipment to excavate a large area of the Stump Dump 
in order to extend the useful life of this facility. 


Recycling operations were expanded during the year with the Town 
realizing income from the sale of scrap metal, newspaper and card- 
board. Additional improvement and expansion is planned in future 
years with a return to the recycling of glass and light metals. 


I would like to express my appreciation to the employees of the 
Department for their help and cooperation during the year and to the 
Board of Selectmen, their staff and the officials and citizens of the 
community for the help, suggestions, patience and cooperation in car- 
rying out the Department tasks.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE NEW LONDON GARDEN CLUB 


“In 1928 Dr. Anna Littlefield founded the New London Garden Club 
with the following purposes in mind; to encourage and aid in all civic 
beautification; to protect and perpetuate desirable plants and birds; to 
promote and encourage a knowledge and love of gardening and hor- 
ticulture; and to stimulate an interest in all people to work with and for 
nature.” 


The club works towards these principles in many ways. The civic 
beautification committee has continued to maintain thirteen areas in 
New London and Elkins. We had a plant swap in June, in which the 
town is invited to participate. Throughout the year members care for 
patients’ plants both in the Clough Extended Care and the New Lon- 
don Hospital. In December the club has a greens workshop to make 
wreaths for the town buildings and churches, and Christmas ar- 
rangements for shut-ins. Members have won awards in both state and 
local Standard Flower Shows, and the Scrapbook, Yearbook, and 
Pressbook were awarded top honrs in New Hampshire and in the New 
England region. 


Programs are held throughout the year that are designed to instruct 
and inform members about conservation, gardening, landscaping and 
flower arranging, some of these meetings are open to the public. 


This year we added the Governor’s Lilac Project to our list of town 
projects, and planted lilac plants at several town areas. 


In July we held our annual ‘‘ Antique Show and Sale.’’ The proceeds 
from the show are given in the form of scholarships to two deserving 
students in the department of Plant Sciences and the two-year pro- 
gram in Applied Sciences at the University of New Hampshire. 


There are 125 members in the club and we are a member of the 
Dartmouth-White Mountain District, New England Region, New 
Hampshire Federation of Garden Clubs, Inc. and the National Council 
of State Garden Clubs, Inc.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN 
HISTORY AND ARCHIVES COMMITTEE 


Three notable happenings during the year of 1985 deserve special 
recognition in the annals of New London History. Our Committee con- 
tributed little more than encouragement and gratitude for these 
events but feel a great sense of satisfaction that they have become a 
part of our Town’s recorded history. 


The celebration of the Scytheville-Elkins Sesquicentennial, recogniz- 
ed in the dedication of the 1984 Town Report was planned and consum- 
mated by the long and painstaking efforts of the special Sesquicenten- 
nial Committee. This group produced and published ‘‘Reflections in a 
Millpond; Stories of Scytheville-Elkins, 1835-1985’’; raised money and 
provided labor for the reconstruction of the Elkins bandstand, 
destroyed by the hurricane of 1938; arranged and participated in five 
significant celebrations during the summer months of 1985, attended 
and supported by Elkins citizens and local and out of town friends of 
the Village. 


A second and long to be appreciated development was the magnifi- 
cent gift of the Sargent Common to the Town by Ausbon W. Sargent, 
who at the age of 94 must be our oldest living town-born citizen. This 
three acre tract, the original ‘lower campus”’ of the Colby Academy, 
often referred to as the Town Common, was purchased ($150,000) from 
the Colby-Sawyer College. A natural granite monument from 
Ausbon’s family farm bears a bronze plaque with the following inscrip- 
tion, ‘‘For those before and those to come who have loved our town.”’ 


The third notable contribution is the publication in November of 
‘“‘New London Service Men and Women in World War II.” For over a 
40 year period members of the New London Service Organization, 
founded and endowed by the late Herbert D. Swift, have collected 
biographical data and photographs of the 139 young men and women 
who served in that War. During the past two years, special efforts 
have been made to complete the project. Long and dedicated hours of 
final research and arrangements for publication by Ginny Chadwick, 
and Peg Moreland, assisted by Verne Barrett and Bob MacMichael 
have brought the project to fruition. 


Routine activities for the Town Archives continue with additions to 
our collections of official and non-official records of Town events. We 
believe that our efforts are providing resources from which the future 
history of New London will be written at the turn of the next century. 


The Archivist expresses deep gratitude for the concern, enthusiasm 
and hours of labor given by volunteers, Pauline Roos, Nancy Muller. 
Peg Moreland and Nancy Barrett. 
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Also a long overdue word of gratitude to Jim Robjent, director of 
Public Information at Colby-Sawyer College, for sharing his 
photographic expertise over a period of years in the restoration and 
printing of old photographs of town significance. 


It is hoped that the new addition to Whipple Memorial Town Hall 
now under construction will provide greatly needed space, more ade- 
quate protection and favorable climate for some of our significant col- 
lections. 


A gratifying statement of approval for our efforts is recorded in the 
New Hampshire Historical Records Assessment and Reporting Pro- 
ject conducted as a year long study of municipal records in the State 
and published by the State Archives at the end of year 1984. On page 4 
of the Report, we read: ‘“‘Several excellent public records programs ex- 
ist, in particular the Towns of New Castle, New London and Richmond 
have successful archives for their public records.”’ 


We continue our efforts to merit this recognition and to improve 
upon it in the future.

TRACY MEMORIAL LIBRARY 


Another busy year has drawn to a close with a circulation of books, 
periodicals, pamphlets, records, and cassettes totaling 39,775 items. 
New acquisitions numbered 1,900 while the total of registered bor- 
rowers reached 1,741. Of these, 1,376 are adults and 365 are school-age 
children. The library is proud of its children’s programs of which there 
were 123 in 1985 with 5,133 in attendance. 


Volunteers are invaluable to the library and in 1985 this loyal group 
doubled in size to more than thirty. They average thirty-two hours per 
week in service which is the equivalent of one full-time employee. They 
mend and process books and periodicals, clean records, store 
periodicals, help with programs as well as assisting the staff behind 
the circulation desk. 


In addition to the volunteers, the library would be less than it is 
without the Friends of Tracy Library. Their generous financial support 
in 1985 provided the library with the sign beside the front door, a new 
adult audio-book collection, two cassette player/recorders, a ten- 
drawer card catalog, movie screen, and special book purchases. A 
number of children’s activities and the Great Decisions program were 
also sponsored. Such would not have been possible without the 
Friends of Tracy Library as the budget is not drawn up to include 
these purchases and services. 


Something new in 1985 was the service for house-bound New Lon- 
don residents which offers a weekly delivery of library materials 
through the kindness of the Alma H. Ohler Memorial Fund. Friends of 
the library handle the deliveries and pickups. 


We are proud of our library. We welcome your patronage and your 
support.

So much has been done by auxilians since our last report that it’s dif- 
ficult to start from a beginning. The work is continuous, and as I write, 
busy hands and creative minds are eagerly thrusting forward to fulfill 
promises and surprises for the hospital. 


Through our fund-raising projects, Spring and Fall Rummage Sales, 
the Tennis Tournament and Hospital Day, we have been able to com- 
plete our pledge to the hospital for a total of $21,875.00. These funds 
have allowed the purchase of new and much needed equipment for 
Surgicare, Physical Therapy and Recovery Rooms. Hospital Day 
alone, our major concentrated effort, grossed $11,335.00. $4,000.00 of 
that amount was brought in from the sale of books through the 
capable work and organization of Mrs. Marshall Hoke, and $9,806.00 
was earned by our rummage sales. The donations of these fine books, 
good quality clothing and household items and collectibles are most 
appreciated. 


Community health and education is fast becoming a priority with 
the auxiliary. Speakers in related fields attend our monthly member- 
ship meetings from October through June, and they bring with them, 
updates on new medical care and stress related problems. 


One new program co-sponsored by the team efforts of the auxiliary 
and the hospital was called ““Using Medications Wisely.”’ This was 
given and directed to about ninety senior citizens from our sur- 
rounding towns at their luncheon and membership meeting at Our 
Lady of Fatima Church. Panel speakers were Dr. Jack Kirk, Gary 
Brenner, NLH Pharmacist, Tanya Wilkie RN, KVNA and Cindy 
Willey, RN, NLH. Questions asked of the panelists revealed a great 
deal about fears and concerns regarding medications in the minds of 
many of us. This was indeed a very worthwhile program. We hope to 
continue our work and combine our resources with the hospital’s Com- 
munity Education Department under the direction of Melody 
Cassista. At our annual Christmas Luncheon, a Health-style Self Test 
was given for the purpose of assessing needs in the community so that 
we may better identify those needs, and educate accordingly. 
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A new fund raiser which brought revenue to the hospital, and at the 
same time, gave the auxiliary the opportunity to gain exposure to a 
new and different group of people was the Tennis Tournament at 
White Birch Racquet Club. Local merchants and individuals were very 
generous in contributing to its support, and we are pleased with so 
much participation and encouragement.

Many commute several miles to functions and meetings, par- 
ticipate in Clough Extended Care parties and activities, absorb 
telephone bills from toll calls, and join as one for a common goal. What 
a marvelous example of community unity. 


The Board takes liberty in boasting about all of you who have made 
the auxiliary (an arm of the hospital) the success that it is. It has been 
a pleasure for me to serve in this office, and I look forward to continu- 
ing my involvement with the fine men and women who have been so 
supportive. I see you all as a kind of potpourri — a collection — a 
delightful mixture blended together resulting in something very 
special.

1985 ANNUAL REPORT OF ACTIVITIES 


After six years of discussion and planning by your District Commit- 
tee, a 200-ton-per-day waste-to-energy facility is now well under con- 
struction in Claremont, New Hampshire. 


A revised twenty year waste disposal contract was signed with 
Signal Environmental Systems on April 12, 1985. The contract pro- 
vides that Signal will be the owner and operator of the facility and is 
responsible for up to $7.6 million in financial contributions in the form 
of equity or debt secured solely by Signal. An additional $18.15 million 
in Industrial revenue Bonds were sold by Signal through the New 
Hampshire Industrial Development Authority on August 12, 1985. 


Clark-Kenith, Inc. began construction of the facility for Signal dur- 
ing May 1985. Construction is expected to be completed during the 
Spring of 1987, at which time the District municipalities must begin 
delivering waste to the facility. 


Hydrogeologic modeling for the 78-acre ash disposal site in Newport 
is now complete and engineering and permit applications will begin 
early in 1986. The ash disposal site must also be in operation by the 
Spring of 1987. Funds for construction are included in Signal’s bond 
issue even though the ash disposal site is owned by the District. 


The New Hampshire Air Resources Commission is in the final stage 
of adopting hydrogen chloride emission standards for the facility. This 
will necessitate some changes in the design of the air pollution control 
system and an increase in the disposal fee paid to Signal. Negotiations 
are underway with Signal to determine the appropriate control system 
and costs. 


During 1986 the District will be working on development of a recycl- 
ing system which may be fully utilized by member municipalities. A 
full-time recycling manager is included in the budget for 1986. 


The District will also be working with the member municipalities to 
assist them in the development of a transportation system necessary 
to deliver waste to the facility when it becomes operational.

REPORT TO THE VOTERS - 1985 
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The predominant project this year was the comprehensive 
engineering study of the Precinct water system by Timothy Buzzell 
Associates which resulted in recommendations for actions to be 
taken to bring the system into full compliance with the Safe 
Drinking Water Act (PL 96-502, as amended). Copies of this 
report are available at the town library as well as the Precinct 
office. 


The engineer's recommendation that gravel-packed wells be 
installed near Little Lake Sunapee is likely to be controversial 
because of community concern that the recreational use of the lake 
might be threatened. Engineers as well as representatives from 
the N.H. Water Supply and Pollution Control have been adamant in 
their assurance that any restriction of the recreational use of 
the lake is almost impossible to imagine. With this assurance in 
mind, the Commissioners endorse the recommendations of Timothy 
Buzzell Associates. 


The upgrading and modernization of the distribution system 
continued in 1985 with the rebuilding of the master meter, the 
replacement of a number of older fire hydrants and an on-site 
study of residential and commercial water meters. (In 1986 we 
hope to impliment the commercial phase of the meter program. ) 


Expenditures from the contingency fund were used to meet 
unanticipated costs in the following areas: Accounting Services 
($27), Hydrologic Consulting ($108), Test Metering ($119), and 
Water Analysis ($240). 


Competitive bidding resulted jn substantial savings on the 
purchase of a new backhoe. Additional savings were realized when 
the master meter was rebuilt, in part, by our Superintendent, 
Richard LaPorte. 


The manner in which Precinct boundaries can be changed 
became a controversial issue this year when the joint boards of 
Selectmen voted to delete Camp Sunapee Road from the Water Dis- 
trict. This was done with the condition that the Precinct voters 
make the final decision. Clarification of the law is being sought, 
and hopefully, this very important issue can be resolved during 
the coming year. 


The Superintendent and Assistant Superintendent acquired 
additional professional educational credits this year. Super- 
intendent LaPorte became certified as a backflow technician and 
corrosion control technician. He also attended topical seminars, 
including "Emergency Planning for Natural Disasters". Assistant 
Superintendent Reyelt became certified in water treatment and 
distribution. 


Through operating efficiencies and conservative fiscal poli- 
cies, the Precinct currently has no long-term debt. 


Pending voter approval, 1986 Precinct energies will be 
focused on two major projects. One will be the closing of a water 
main loop, or grid, by joining the main pipeline on Lakeside Road 
with the County Road main. The other will be the design phase of 
the project to install wells and a storage tank. This major water 
quality improvement effort will most likely present a financial 
strain on District users and taxpayers, since we can expect no 
Federal assistance. In order to reach a broad consensus as to the 
direction of the project, the Commissioners have solicited advice 
and participation from a group of interested townspeople. Now, we 
ask for your attendance and participation at public hearings and 
the annual meeting to make this a true community effort.

NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS

Note 1 — Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 
The following is a summary of significant accounting policies 
employed in the preparation of these financial statements: 


The income accounts of the New London-Springfield Water System 
Precinct are maintained on a cash basis, recording income as it is 
collected. The income accounts are converted to an accrual basis at 
year end. 


Expense items are recorded only when cash is disbursed. The 
expense accounts are converted to an accrual basis at year end. 
The inventory of supplies is priced at cost. Based on a physical 
inventory taken once a year, the increase or decrease in the 
inventory value is charged or credited to supply expense. The policy 
of the Precinct is to maintain a uniform level of supplies inventory. 


Facilities and equipment are stated at undepreciated cost. 
Gifts or contribution of water facilities are recorded at fair market 
value at the time received. Assets disposed of or abandoned are 
written off at cost against the appropriate asset account and charged 
to the General Fund balance or Contribution in Aid, depending on the 
original source of the assets. 


Note <2 .- Precince. Tax 
The Precinct tax has no restrictions. Income from this tax is 
used primarily to pay principal and interest on outstanding debt and 
to pay for facilities and equipment. The tax is reported as other 
income to avoid distortion of the gain or loss from water operations. 


Note 3 - Contributions in Aid 
Contributions in Aid for 1985 and 1984 were $2,404 and $1,511 
respectively for new connections paid by owners and contributed to 
the Precinct.

ARTICLE 5: To see if the Precinct will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $20,000 for the purchase of a new, 
one-ton dump truck with snowplow.

sent source (Morgan Pond) to serve the Precinct by 
installing in-line treatment (including other facili- 
ties incidental thereto) of the water from that source 
as may be required to comply with the Safe Drinking 
Water Act (PL 96-502, as amended); the Board being 
directed to report on the forgoing at a Special Meeting 
of the Precinct to be held as soon as practicable but 
no later than August 30, 1986, and the Board being 
authorized to expend a sum not to exceed $2,500 there- 
fore and to raise such sum by the issuance of notes or 
other appropriate means, (By petition, ) 


ARTICLE 13: To see if the Precinct will vote to add the impoundment 
of water RSA 52:1, I (k)} as a purpose of the Precinct, 
as provided in RSA 52:6, Added Powers. 


ARTICLE 14: To see if the Precinct will vote to request the Select- 
men of New London and the Selectmen of Springfield to 
send written notice to the Commissioners as to any 
request to either Board, of abatement of only Precinct 
taxes. 


(Note: In 1985 the Selectmen of New London abated 
Precinct taxes only on properties located in the Pre- 
Cinch.) 


ARTICLE 15: To see if the Precinct will vote to authorize the 
Commissioners to borrow money through short-term notes 
(less than one calendar year) in anticipation of 
Operating revenue and Precinct tax receipts.
